R e m a r k s __The average heat of August has been materially diminished by 


the cook temperature ofthe last eight days.— About 10 o'clock in the morning of 
the 24th, the wind suddenly shifted from the SW- to the North, blew with great 
freshness, and in four hcurs reduced the Thermometer from 73® to 60® \ and in 
the course of the evening to 34°.—This northerly wind continued to blow, with 
but little intermission, to the end of the month. 
The mean heal of these eight 
days was 64 1-3, whereas the medium of the twenty-three preceding days of 
the month, was 74 1-3 — By the continuation of this northerly wind, so unusual 
during the canicular days, the average beat of the mouth lias been reduced t%Vo 
degrees and a half. 
From the briskness, and the duration oi this wind, there Is 
i eason to believe that its effects were extensive, and that in the interior of the 
country, as well as on the coast, the change of temperature was greater than it 
waa on this favoured Island, where beat and cold are bnth mitigated by the sur­ 
rounding waters.

Mr. Lewis offered u-> the 
use of ihe Revenue iiuuer, w'hich we 
accepted, »0 that our first excursion- up 
the country wasund<;r the Unittd ''tates 
1'he moment of our depa>'ture 
froin a pl.iee, is that in >\hich we are 
supposed lo have collected and arranged

Ii is therefore 
natural, to give you in this part of my 
letter» those I made on the town of Mo 
bille. 


At the extremity of a Bay, whose 


length is nea ly equal lo its greatest 
breadth, say 27 miUa, stands the town 
of M obille_Y ou goto it by the W est­ 
ern passage, called Mobille river, pro 
vided your vessel draws no more than 
seven feel of water ; otherwise you must 
asccnd by the middle passa'.^e, called 
■^piUiish river, which you enter without 
didiculty, by passing over a bar having 
never less than li to 12 1-2 feet of 
water. 
I hese two channels are sepa* 
rated by an Island, which is scarcely 
more than on a. level with the water ; 
one part of it being always dry, but a 
more considérable pari occasionally o- 
yeiflowcd by the great fi^shets__ This 
IsUnd is 13 miles long by two wide, in 
its broadest part ; and is considered very 
suitable lor ihe culture of hemp, which 
appears very probable. 
W hen vessels 
have ascended on a line with the north 
erq extreoiity'of this island, they steer 
to Ihe south-west, and descend >iobille 
river lo the town of the saii*e name. 


Unlil lately, there was noqaay at Mo­ 
bille to moor vessels 10. 
0;»e is now 
constructing, which is to be built out far 
enough to have 9 feet of wuicr at its 
eaitern extremity, at low-iide. 
It will, 
when completed, be very long. 
The 
city is siiuated on a sunily bt«ch, per­ 
fectly level. 
The streois are from 6t> 
to 100 feel wide. 
'1 he houses almost 
allot wood, one stoiy high, with some 
lew of two »Id icb. 
They are raised 
from two to four t» et above the ground, 
in piles of larj»c ^iuirnsions. 
T htre are 
from 60 to lut) houses, and they conii* 
nue to build ve» y laur. 
j jic pupulaiion 
is estiinated at Iroin lOOO to I50U, of 
every description. On the western bank 
a rival is rising, called l>lakelcy-town, 
but ^'hastatu's UluiT, -7 miles above M'J- 
biHc, or Old Tort-àtoddard, 42 miles 
above Î» by water, are uioie favorable 
posiiioni ; and were three or four tner- 
cantilc houses, who possess suflicient 
enterprize and capitai, to lay the founda­ 
tion ol a new depot at eititcr of these 
places, thry would most asiureclly suc­ 
ceed. 
Before 1 lalic iny Icav? of Mo­ 
bille, I ihiuk ii but just to stale, that wo 
lound ill ¡.»habitanis extremely affable 
and pu iie. 


Asctndii g the ti»er from the town, 
you see on cither side lands conslantly 
ovci0jwcd. 
1 he fit St dry lands are 21 
miles above the moudi of the river, at a 
spot called DubIoci»rd‘s UlufT— Here 
arc tiaces of cluy mixed by layers, or 
rather in oblique veins with the sand, 
which is almost the only soil found until 
you arrive in the region of swamps, a lit* 
tie below the line of confluence of the 
Alabama and rombi^by rivers.

throut^houi the 31 «1 degree of latitude, 
tiiat these amazingly pr«)ductive swampt 
aie found — 1 hey have been compared 
with what the French call Marais, but 
the con>p4rison is not a correct one.«— 
t he .Matais are level tracts, always co-

The swan.ps and flats, which 
durmg a! least two-thirdsol the year,are

He accumpani« (i ^ 
me to Fort-Montgome'y.and introduceti* 
me to his; son'in>luw (fteneral Gaines) 
who received me in a n>antier suitable 
to our recommendations, and his well- 
established character. 
A ll'he topogrti 
phicai documents in his

were at my dir*oosu), «nd he instructed 
thof.e of his officer«» who had been em­ 
ployed in rrConnoiteHng the coumry, to 
jyve me the most circumstantial details 
as 10 the Course of the navigable rivers, 
the nature of the soil on their bai'ks,the 
hills which rise aboire them* the way* 
which haVe been opened on these liills. 
and the character of the'inlubitan»s who 
are already established hese and there 
over this immense surface An interest­ 
ing discussion tonk place, as to the re­ 
spective advantages and disad'antag» » of 
the most desirable situations in the Mis> 
sissippi Territory ^ ^ T h e ' Tci nes.s: r 
Valley, in point of fer ility, indispotab’y

1 his low value of piuduce is the na­ 
tural consequence of 
it a being iStJO 
miles distant fiom New-tJrleans, üy a 
ciicuitous route, pa.n of which ia trans 
portation by land to the river Tennessee. 
I he rivets to ihc south of the chain of 
tnuuntaitis flow directly to the sea.— 
1 hey are nuiocrous ; theii waters have 
a moderate current, and the permanent 
obstubles to their navigation, arc not 
considerable 
1 here is, however, room 
for preference among them 
The Ala­ 
bama divides itself into several branches 
all conaiderable. 
The Banks aie dis­ 
tinguished for ihclr extent and ferviliiy 
but they are low, and »ubject to frequent 
inundations, and in the dry aeaaon no 
transportation by water can take place. 
The ionibigbyhat it« banks more and 
more elevated as you ascend- 
It i na­ 
vigable duiing the whole year, as far up 
as the mouth of the ttlack VV an ior, for 
barges drawing

carrying 30 tons. The three bars which, 
in itti course from Fort bt. htephens' to 
this point, diminish so much of us depth 
in seasons of great drought,will of course 
i)c removed. An inhabitant of the neig’i* 
boi hood has ¡.Iready offered to remove 
the rucks which form the first obstruction 
for 1000 dollars. 


Above the confluence of ihoTombig. 
by with the Black Warrior, there are 
liequen^ shallows in ihe former, but the 
latter, hat none up to lit falls, which 
are 100 miles distant from its mouth — 
The lands lying between the two rivers 
ht their conÁiience, are very rich pra­ 
iries, and the banks are in general of 
excellent quality from Mawna Folia, 30 
miles abovt the confluence, to the fall^ 
of the black W arrior— What is here 
Said of the quality of the land applies 
equally well to the banks of the «^>ahaba ; 
but the advantages of this river are 
greatly inferior,as it does nut possess so 
immediate a connnunication with the 
eastern part of Tennessee, of which the 
lilack W arrior is the natural canal. 
The middle of the space between these 
two rivers is occupied by a chain of hills 
gradually sloping, and both their ex­ 
posures equally i ich. 
Al the foot ot the 
chain, and a little bvlow it to the west­ 
ward, at about the 33d degree of latitude 
there is already a settlement of a dozen 
families, called Hussell’s seit.ement.— 
Half a degree higher, there is another 
more considerable in a valley, called 
Jones’s Valley. Even at the Falls theie 
is a third, which increase« rapidly by 
emigration from the Tennessee Valley, 
nunibers removing from thence to seek 
a situation where they can be better tup- 
plied with nccessaries, and obtain a 
higher price f^^r their produce. 
This 
is a summary of what pasted at General 
Gaineb*t table. 
1 give you only those 
points which are incontcstible. General 
Gainet gave me a very pressing letter 
of recommendation to Capt. G. Gaines, 
and Judge Toulmin gave me teveral 
for ))crsons at St. Stephens 
The following Sunday I arrived at my 
old friend major Carney's, who received 
me with open arms, I met there Mr.
